marjoram, myrrh gum resin, onion, pine bark, red clover flower, resveratrol, rosemary, 
sesame, St. Johns wort, thyme, Uva Ursi (bearberry), borage seed oil, wdld borage seed oil, 
hesperedin, quercetin, kaempherol, genistein, coumestrol, estriol, phytosterols, limonene, 
ethoxyquin, ubiquinone (coenzyme Q), lipoic acid, N-acetyl cysteine, curcxmiin, dill, 
horseradish, oats, neem, beet, broccoli, tea-pumpkin, soybean, barley, wabiut, flax, poppy, 
avocado, pea, dandehon, wheat, nettle, cashew, pineapple, apple, asparagus, Brazilnut, 
chickpea, orange, cucumber, buckwheat, strawberry, ginko, tomato, blueberry, cowpea, ivy 
horse chestnut, centella asiatica, rosmarinic acid, glycyrrizinate derivatives, alpha bisabolol, 
azulene, asiaticoside, sericoside, ruscogenin, escin, escolin, betulinic acid, catechin, 
derivatives thereof, and mixtures thereof. 

2. (Original) The composition of claim 1, wherein said stabilizer is an herbal 

extract. 

3. (Original) The composition of claim 2, wherein said herbal extract is an oil- 
soluble herbal extract:

cucumber, buckwheat, strawberry, ginko. tomato, blueberry, cowpea, ivy horse chestnut, 
centella asiatica, rosmarinic acid, glycyrrizinate derivatives, alpha bisabolol, azulene, 
asiaticoside, sericoside, ruscogenin, escin, escolin, betulinic acid, catechin, derivatives 
thereof, and mixtures thereof
